120 miles west of the capital. Tlie 
Rumanian arir.y retreittiiii,' in tiie .Jiul 
valley Hia> falling back toward this 
town and was reported in the Petro- 
trrad official statement o( Tuesday to 
have reached the region of Filliash, 
about 10 miles northwest of Craiova. 
If Uen. von Falkenhayn's troops have 
beaten it to Cratova, as seems likely, 
its raiiwMv line of retreat thus was 
severed. Likewise it would appear 
that the Rumanian force which would 
have been operating in the Orsova 
region was seriously imperiled if not 
cut otT, by this new Teutonic success.

The first indication of his sinking con- 
ditkm come a few days ago, when i 
IS announced that it had been de- 
cided to associate with him the heir to 
the throne. Archduke Charles Francis* 
n the government of the country and 
that he was to assume the throne on 
Dec. 2, on the sixty-eighth anniversa- 
ry of the emperor's aacenskm to the 
throne. 

So far as is known here Archduke 

Charles is still at the front in com- 
mand of the army. 

NFW EMPEROR BORN IN 1^7. 

.Archduke Charles I'lam is. L'l'anil 
phew of lim[)eror Francis .loseph 
became heir to the throne of Austria- 
Hungary by the assaaaination of Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, prior to the 
luthre ik of the war. lie has been in 
command of the Austrian armies on 
various fronts during the past two 
years. 

'ikfchduke Charles Francis was born 

(111 Au(». 17, 1SS7. His wife was I'l in- 
dess Zita, of the Bourbon house of 
Parma. His father was the Arch- 
duke Otto, who was the younger 
brother of Francis Ferdinand. 
DEATH CHARGED TO WAR. 

Like the death of Pope Pius X. the 
end of the venerable Emperor Fran- 
fis .losejili IS chari;ed lartfely at;.iiiisf 
the 1,'reat war. The one man was a 
tielpless spectator, shocked at the 
horror of such a sudden and wide- 
spread clash of arms, the other man 
whcis ■ action in avenuinj; the assassi- 
iiatiwii of his heii° ell^ulfed nine na- 
tions 111 combat. 

W'ltii Fr.incis Joseph's death in the 
r. Ills' of this great conflict there is a 
remarkable climax to a lout; list of 
trat>edies in the Hapsburg family —a 
list unparalled in any other reigning 
house in Europe— including the as- 
sassination or violent death of seven 
iie.ir rel ilives. 

It is doubtful if in all history there 
has been an active, authenticated 
reign longer than that closed by tha 
death of Francis .liiseph. 

At 19 years of age he ascended the 
throne of Auatria, upon abdication of 
Ills uncle, Ferdinand I., Dec. 2, IM8, 
his death ending an active reiiin of fi8 
years, all but the tirst twenty which 
be waa also apoatolk; king of Run- 
gasy.
